SOX WALLOP NATS, 8-0, 
ON GALEHOUSE 
4-HITTER

WASHINGTON - Denny Galehouse continued to make Joe 
Cronin look like a native rather than an adopted Yankee trader. 

The veteran righthander brought to an abrupt end the 
Washington Senators local winning streak over the Red Sox by 
hurling the pennant defenders to a lop-sided 8-0 triumph before a 
8336 ladies-gathering here this afternoon. It was the first time in 
six tries that the Red Sox have won here this year. 

Bought by Cronin for the waiver price one week ago, 
Galehouse picked up his second straight win in a Red Sox suit. 
He held the senators to four hits. He went the route with the 
greatest of ease, looking even more impressive than when he beat 
the Tigers in Fenway Park last Monday. In six of the nine 
innings, he set the Senators down in order. 


Partee Paces Attack 


The Sox supported Galehouse with an 11-hit attack paced by 
Roy Partee, who cracked out three singles. The old reliables of 
last year's American League champions - Ted Williams, Johnny 
Pesky and Cap'n Bobby Doerr - chipped in with a pair of timely 
wallops. They are happy at having Denny back with them. You 
can say "ditto" for Denny. 

Eddie Yost made two of the hits off Galehouse. He conked 
Denny's first serve for a single. Then Galehouse set down the 
next nine men in order. Yost came up at this stage and rapped out 
along, harmless double. 

Denny walked two men, Mickey Vernon and Sam Spence, 
to open the fourth. A double play rescued him. With two out in 
the seventh, Gerry Priddy and Al Evans singled in succession. 
Denny got out of this hole by retiring Cecil Travis on a routine 
fly to Williams. 

The Sox found elongated Sid Hudson wild and hitable. With 
one gone in the first, Sid walked Pesky and Williams. Sam Mele 
forced Ted at second. A pass to Doerr loaded the bases and 
"Pappy" Leon Culperson singled sharply to right to give 
Galehouse a two-run working margin before he threw a ball. 
Those markers were all dapper Danny needed. 

A triple by Pesky and a Williams single gave the Sox 
another run in the fifth. Williams tripled to the left field corner - 
yeah, left field against an over-shifted Washington defense - and 
Mele's long fly to Lewis gave the Sox another tally in the 


seventh. 

The big explosion came in the ninth when little Marino 
Pieratti was rocked for four runs. Pesky started the asaault on 
Pieretti with a single. Williams drew his 79th walk of the year. 
When Mele strolled the bases were loaded. Doerr drove in two 
runs with a single. Pellagrini drove in a third with a clean hit to 
right. Partee bchased over the final marker with his third hit, a 
long, line single to left.

SOX ROCK ANGELS 


A 16-Hit Explosion Puts Boston On A Roll, 
12-4

Poor Jeff Sellers. After watching his teammates go 31 
innings without a run for him, the Red Sox righthander should 
have enjoyed yesterday's 16-hit, 12-run barrage against the 
California Angels more than he did. 

But for most of the Red Sox' 12-4 victory, Sellers was a 


spectator just like the other 32,678 Fenway fans who delighted in 
watching Bob Stanley's masterful relief performance that shut 
down the Angels and sent the red Sox off to the West Coast on a 
winning note. 

"It would have been tougher if I had my good stuff," said 
Sellers, who lasted only 3.1 innings. "But I didn't. I didn't have 
good command of my pitches." 

Stanley, making his second strong relief appearance since 
coming back last week from a hand injury, had control of most of 
his pitches, allowing only two hits, walking no one and striking 
out four in 5.2 innings to pick up his first win. 

"He did an excellent job," said manager John McNamara. "I 
was very happy to go out to the mound and congratulate him." 

There could have been high-fives all over the Red Sox 
clubhouse yesterday, as everyone in the starting lineup had a base 
hit. Included in the outburst was Wade Boggs' first home run of 
the season and Mike Greenwell's second three-run blast of the 
weekend. 

"Hey, we know we can hit," said Greenwell, who has six 
homers for the season. "It's just a matter of consistency. We were 
in arut. We weren't doing the job and we didn't come up with the 
big hit. Today we did." 

There was little indication that yesterday's game was going 
to be any different from the five previous nonsupportive starts 
Sellers had had. 

Angel starter Willie fraser (4-3) breezed through the first 
two innings and was staked to a 3-0 lead in the third that began 
when Brian Downing led off with a home run that twisted around 
the leftfield foul pole. California added two runs on four singles. 

Sellers, who threw 75 pitches in his short stint, was clearly 
struggling and barely escaped being knocked out at that point 
when a double play ball ended the inning. 

"I knew we were going to get to this guy [Fraser]," he said. 
"So I wanted to keep us in the game." 

Sellers' desire increased when the Red Sox staged a two-out, 
five-run rally in the bottom of the third. 

Ed Romero led off with a single to center, and after Brady 
Anderson popped to first, Ellis Burks, making his first start in a 
week, barely avoided a double play on a hopper to short. 

That proved to be the catalyst for the rally. Marty Barrett 
lined an infield hit to first. Boggs then looped a single to left to 
load the bases, and Dwight Evans followed with a sinking line 
drive to right-center. Both right fielder Chili Davis and center 
fielder Chico Walker started late on the ball, which Davis fielded 
on a short hop for a single. That drove in two runs. 

Greenwell then ripped a home run into the lower right-field 
stands, making it 5-3 and giving Sellers more runs than he had 
seen in his previous five starts. 

A single by Dick Schofield and a double one out later by 
Downing quickly put runners on second and third in the fourth. 
McNamara had seen enough of Sellers. 

"He couldn't get his breaking ball over," said McNamara, 
looking for a reason why Sellers, who had reached the seventh 
inning in each of his previous starts, was yanked so early. "So I 
just brought Stanley in." 

Stanley extinguished the potential rally by getting Walker to 
ground to second, which drove in Schofield. But Wally Joyner 
popped to second and the Angels were through for the day 
offensively. 

The Red Sox were not, however. They added two more runs 
in the fifth on a double play by Evans, a walk to Greenwell, a 
single by Rich Gedman and an error by Walker, and then came 
up with three more in the seventh on five hits. 

That made it 10-4, which was more than enough the way 


Stanley was steaming through the California batting order. But in 
the eighth, Barrett doubled in the gap in left-center and Boggs 
lofted a home run into the bullpen. 

All Stanley had to do in the ninth was get the ball over the 
plate, which he did with efficiency, retiring the side in order and 
getting an ovation from the crowd. 

One critic in the stands was especially impressed with the 
1988 edition of The Steamer. "Hey, Stanley, maybe you should 
take the garbage out more often," said the fan, referring to the 
household accident that had threatened Stanley's career. 

Stanley, who has allowed only one run in 11.2 innings for a 
0.77 earned run average in his two appearances, hardly looked 
like a garbage man yesterday.

There were but a few of the faithful who thought the 
Bostons would dare aspire to beating Pittsburg, too, but this is 
just what the boys from Boston did think of doing and, what is 
more, they did it in the right way, too. There were but a few 
moments when Pittsburg had anything that looked like a look in. 


Great Day for ''Castoffs" 


It was a great day for the Pittsburgs' "cast offs." such as 
Brain, Ritchey, Beaumont and Lindaman. This quartet certainly 
did enjoy the lambasting they handed the old home heam, and 
every one of them was in the fray to the arm gets. 

It was Lindaman who pitched and made the home team look 
like pigmies, and the bats of Brian, Ritchey and Beaumont were 
always in evidence. Ritchey got in one of his old-time wallops 
with two men on bases, sending them home and clinching the 
game. 

The feature of the game, however, was Bridwell's running 
catch of Anderson's slow hit to left in the fifth. Bridwell got the 
ball about two inches from the ground. If he hadn't gotten it the 
tale might have been different. 

Duggleby pitched his first game for Pittsburg and Boston 
took very kindly to him. He was knocked out of the box in the 
seventh inning. Leever finished the game. All through the contest 
Boston played like the Bostons of years ago filled with ginger 
and with great speed.

Incidentally they have won eight of the last nine games 
played, which is rolling along at a nice gait. 

The series with the Cards was a remarkable one in that each 
game was a battle every inch of the way from start to finish. Two 
of the games were won in last ditch struggles; in two of the three 
the Cardinals were shut out and in the three games the Braves 
made only eight runs, the scores being 1-0, 4-3 and 3-0. 

If that is not going high, wide and handsome, what is it? 
Any club that beats the Cards three straight, with them playing 
the brand of baseball they showed in the series just ended, is 
going some. 


10,000 Fans Thrilled 


There were about 10,000 fans out for the twin bill and surely 
they were given a run for their money. 

In the first game the Braves won in a ninth-inning surge in 
which Rabbit Maranville was very much in evidence, and "Buck" 
Jordan drove in the tieing and winning runs, after two were out 


with a beautiful single to center. 

There were some spectacular fielding stunts in which young 
Gyselman was conspicuous; there was a home run by Whitney 
with one on, and there were several "near homers" that were 
snared just inside the fence by outfielders that covered ground 
like shadows. 

Ed Brandt and "Wild Bill" Hallahan, two clever southpaws 
were attacked against each other. The opposition hit Brandt hard 
and often, but was able to bunch the hits in only a couple of 
innings, and Big Ed went through. 

Wild Bill, however, fell by the wayside near the end of the 
journey. Going into the ninth inning, the score was 3 to 2 with the 
Braves trailing. Lee the first batter up for Boston singled to right, 
and maranville was called in from the coaching line at first base, 
and sent into bat in place of Spohrer with orders to sacrifice as a 
sort of forlorn hope. 

It proved that no better man could have selected for the 
assignment. He bunted, and placed the ball exactly where he tried 
to place it. He gave the ball a sharp tap intending to give it 
momentum enough to send it past Hallahan - to his left, but-but 
not enough to send it where Frisch could handle it, and that was 
just what happened. 

Hallahan, Collins and Frisch started to make a play on it. It 
slipped past Hallahan and continued on toward Frisch, while 
Collins beat it back to first. Frisch got the ball up, but Collins had 
not gotten back to first when frisch passed the ball to him, and 
made a wild toss. Maranville had any play to first beaten, when 
the ball got away from Collins he legged it for second while Lee 
was on his way to third. 


Jordan Comes Through 


Hallahan was relieved at this stage, and carleton came in to 
pitch. He struck out Gyselman, who was fooled by his peculiar 
side arm delivery. Mowry, a left-handed batter, was sent in to bat 
in place of Brandt, and was intentionally passed, filling the bases, 
which was just as well, as the winning runs were on second and 
third and anybody on first did not count, and the finesse gave an 
opportunity for a double play. 

It looked as if that was what was coming off when Urbanski 
grounded to Martin and Lee was forced at the plate, but there was 
no attempt to double up Urbanski at first. Buck Jordan, who 
already had made a double and a single, then clicked a single to 
center field and Maranville and Mowry raced home with the 
tieing and winning runs. 

We leave it to you to imagine the howl sent up by the 10,000 
fans, among who there were plenty of Rotarians in good form. 


Heat Gets ''Dazzy" 


Fred Frankhouse and Dazzy Vance, were the opposing 
pitchers in the second game. The heat got to "Dazzy," affecting 
him both mentally and physically. He complained of the heat and 
his uniform was dripping. He made one - or rather he did not 
make a play - which indicated he had a touch of sun. 

With Lee on second base, Hogan attempted to sacrifice. He 
fielded bthe ball all right, turned as if to make the play and get 
Lee at third, which he easily could have done, but suddenly 
changed his mind and turned to throw Hogan out at first. Collins 
had come in for the bunt, and Frisch, supposing the play was 
going to be made to third, did not cover first, so the Somerville 
boy got credit for a base hit. 

Dazzy did not come back after this inning. Haines and 
Johnson finished up. 


Frankhouse in Form 


Frankhouse was in fine form. He allowed the cards only 
three hits, and in the one inning in which two were bunched by 
the first two batters up, and while one of them was on third base, 
he engineered a smart double play, and destroyed the only good 
chance the Cardinals had to score a run during the entire game. 
He also killed off a base hit by Medwick by a fine fielding play in 
the seventh inning. He was going so good that he dazzled the 
cards with offerings. 

The Braves will rest up today, and get ready to tackle the 
Reds tomorrow. 

In the first game with one out in the second inning, Brandt 
passed Collins, and Allen and Wilson followed with singles, 
putting over the Card's first run. 

They made two more in the sixth on a single by Martin, who 
scored on a double by Frisch, a sacrifice by Orsatti, and after two 
were out a double by Collins. 

With the score 3-0 against them the Braves made a brace of 
tuns in their half of the sixth on a single by Jordan, and Whitney's 
homer into the left-field bleachers. 

How they made the other two in the ninth, which were 
enough to win, has already been told. 


Second Game 


In the second game the Braves made a couple of runs in the 
third. Urbanski beat out a bunt; Jordan grounded to vance, who 
threw wild to second in attempting to start a double play, and 
both runners were safe.

Ater the Celtics squandered a 14-point advantage carried 
into the fourth period, which saw the Jets climb into a 53-all tie 
with 8 minutes to go, Stump and Ehlers went to work. 

This pair accounted for 18 of the Celts' final 22 points. 

Stump excelled on pop-shots around the foul zone, totaling 
24 points, while Ehlers, driving in and throwing one-handers, 


accounted for 17. 

Bruce Hale, player-leader of the Jets, hit for 23 with a fine 
individual display, while Fritz Nagy, with 15, and Ray Lumpp, 
the latter playing in later stages, hit 12. 

The victory was the Celts' fifth in eight games. 

Indianapolis played big John Mahnken at center, obtaining 
the six-eight pivot man yesterday in a trade with Baltimore for 
Fred Lewis and Hal Tidricks.

Robey, Carr, Henderson Leave the Bench, 
Help ditch Golden State

OAKLAND - Hey, Elvin Hayes, what have you to say now? 

Way back before the 10th game of the season, Hayes 
sneered at the idea that the Celtics were back. "Come and see me 
when they win 29," was his appraisal of the Boston entry. And 
now they have. Saturday night's 104-88 victory over the sad 
Golden State Warriors was indeed Boston's 29th of the new 
season, and it was accomplished before the halfway point in the 
season. Hell, it was accomplished before New Year's Day. 

Triumph No. 29 was not a particularly artistic achievement, 
but it did have a couple of redeeming qualities. For one thing, it 
could not have been won without the superb bench contributions 
of Rick Robey (a season-high 18 points on 7-for-8 shooting), 
MLL. Carr (14 points, including the single most important basket 
of the evening) and Gerald Henderson (eight points and steady 
play in 20 minutes of playing time). 

These nonregulars enabled the Celtics to win despite 43 
percent team shooting, a poor performance that owed much to the 
poor shooting of Dave Cowens (7 for 21) and Larry Bird (5 for 
18). "The bench," admitted Bill Fitch, who is not the quickest 
man with a compliment for his players, "was a godsend." 

A second factor worth noting is Boston's innate ability to 
come up with the key play, or, at least, to do what is necessary to 
win. It was evident at alftime (47-47) that the game would be 
won with a spurt of some kind, and so it was as a seven-point 
blitz in one 37-second span turned things around. 

When Robert Parish (28 points on 11-for-19 shooting) laid 
in a back-door lob pass with 8:28 remaining, the Warriors, who 
had trailed by nine points (75-66) a minute earlier, had pulled to 
75-70. But Carr swished a three-pointer 13 seconds later to 
trigger the big spurt. When the Warriors committed an in-bounds 
violation, Carr fed Larry Bird (16 points, 15 rebounds, seven 
assists) for a corner jumper. Henderson then made Golden State 
pay for a missed shot by hitting on a jumper from the lane. Now 
it was 82-70. 

"The next couple of minutes were key," said Fitch. "When 
they played their best ball, we answered them, and that's what 


you've got to do on the road." Indeed, the Warriors began running 
their offense well, but every Golden State basket was answered 
by a Boston hoop, with the hustling Robey scoring eight straight 
Celtic points on a fast-break layup, two free throws resulting 
from the offensive rebound of his only miss, a jump hook and 
another fast-break layup. With 4:02 left, it was 90-78, and golden 
State's spirit was broken. 

Now the Celtics can relax awhile and enjoy their New Year's 
before resuming action in Houston on Wednesday night. Their 
record is 29-9. last year's final record was 29-53."We all knew 
we'd win 29," said Fitch. "What I would like to remember is that 
we won our last game of '79. Our next goal is to win our last 
game of the entire season. Then I'll be happy."

Clapper's Soaring Shot, Flung From Screen

Boston Bruins now hold the upper berth in the American 
division of the National Hockey League alone as a result of their 
1 to 0 victory over the Ottawa Senators last night at the Arena, 
and the defeat for the New York Rangers at the hands of the 
Montreal Maroons. 

The dashing play of Dit Clapper and Dutch Gainer of the 
Rossmen, beat the Senators. The first named made a long drive at 
the Ottawa cage. The puck, drived with terrific force landed high 
in the screen back of the cage and rebounded in front of the net. 
Gainer was in fast and before Alex Connell, the clever Ottawa 
goalie could clear the puck, Gainer made a shot. Connell stopped 
it, but it was bounded from Connell's shin pads, Clapper, who 
followed in quickly, whacked the rebound into the strings while a 
capacity gathering cheered madly. 

It was a remarkable game, if not the best game of the season, 
despite the fact that King Clancy, the colorful Senator, was 
missing. Clancy has a bad knee from a bump he received from 
Howie Morenz of the Canadiens. 

Ottawa had a subborn, rough defensive pair in George 
Boucher and Alex Smith, who played a stalwart game 
throughout. 


Hec Kilrea Dangerous 


Hec Kilrea, returned to good standing after his match foul in 
the recent game the Senators played against the Canadiens, was 
dangerous throughout the contest. He took and gave bumps that 
made him a conspicuous player. 

But getting by the defense of Eddie Shore and Lionel 
Hitchman was next to impossible, while Winkler gave a rare 
exhibition in goal, handling drives in an astonishing fashion. 
And, too, Frederickson showed far greater aggressiveness than he 


has displayed for some time, which may have been due to the fact 
that his boss, Art Ross, was running the team from the box. 

The first period was scoreless. 

In the second period, the players became more aggressive. 
They bumped each other with a vengeance. The Bruins had 
several chances to score, only to fail and it was not until the 
second forward line was operating that the strings were found. 

Clapper, ex-Boston Tiger, playing right wing, made a long 
shot from near the Senators' blue line. it sped under a full head of 
steam high against the screen, and bounded back in front of the 
cage. Connell had little chance to shove it away, and gainer 
banged it against Connell's pads. It no sooner was off the pads 
than Clapper, lifted into the strings. 

Play became rough and during the period, the penalty box 
had occupants the greater part of the time. Generally Ottawa had 
more offenders off the surface than the Bruins. But, with the 
invaders shy of players, the Rossmen could do nothing. 


Shore Makes Flashy Dash 


There was nothing that the senators could do in the final 
period to equalize the score. They tried hard enough, but their 
efforts did not get them anything. Boston lost several chances to 
score; but one of the best individual efforts of the game was 
contributed by Eddie Shore, who skated the length of the surface 
and around the net without losing possession of the disk.

Johnny Bucyk started this play, a typical Uke line maneuver, 
giving off to Vic Stasiuk. Vic drilled a hard shot and when Glenn 
Hall saved, Horvath was right on hand to lift the plug high into 
the corner at the goalie's net. 

This was the 31st goal in the last 19 games for the Uke trio 
which has been largely responsible for the Boston surge of eight 
wins in the last 10 games including the last four in a row. 

Sharing the top honors with Horvath were Leo LaBine and 
Don Simmons. 

LaBine, having trouble finding the scoring range most of the 
season, made his eighth and ninth really big ons. They tied the 
count at 4 to 4 early in the third after the B's had blown an early 2 
to 0 lead on tallies by Flemming Mackell and Guy Gendron. 

Simmons came up with some good clutch saves, including a 


pair of breakaways by Earl Belfour, and he was collected and 
competent in the big flurry by the Hawks over the last minute 
when Hall was removed in favor of an extra shooter. 

The crowd didn't have any time to breathe easy until that 
final buzzer, but the onlookers made quite a demonstrating for 
the B's who are now only one point astern of the Black Hawks. 

After starting with brisk efficiency, the Bruins suffered a 
defensive collapse in the second. They were frequently 
bewildered in their own end as the Hawks cashed for goals by all 
three members of their "Pappy" line - Ted Sloan, Ted Lindsay 
and Ed Litzenberger - and another by defenseman Al Arbour. 

Of these, Lindsay's was accomplished while the B's were 
shorthanded, and he tipped in a long shot; Litzenberger had an 
open cage after Simmons had to come far out to make an 
attempted save; and Arbour blasted a long one through a screen. 

Mackell had opened the scoring at 15:33, the first on a tip-in 
of a Jerry Toppazzini lift from the right while Ron Murphy was 
in the penalty box. gendron made his at 3:22 in the second on a 
bad-hop grounder from far out on the laft. 

LaBine's first goal at 19:58 in the second was a bunt-type 
deflection of a Ferny Flaman drive from the point. His tiemaker 
at 5:50 in the third was a cash-in of a Larry Leach rebound.

UNWARY PACKERS

FOXBORO - Reggie Rucker was ready to leave the home 
team locker room at Schaefer Stadium, ready to join the long 
string of red lights on Route 1 late yesterday afternoon. 

He had showered. He had shaved. He had put on his 
going-home clothes. He was ready to. . .wait a minute. 

There was one more necessary fashion addition. Reggie 
Rucker reached into his gym bag. 

"I think I'm going to wear my Patriots hat," the wide 
receiver said softly as he pulled a red ski cap over his ears. "I 
think it's a very good day for wearing my Patriots hat." 

And indeed it was. 

This was a day to take the letter sweaters and the pennants 
out of mothballs, a day to forget the snickers and the bad times. 
New England 33, Green Bay 24. Hallelujah. 

Maybe the Packers weren't the Packers of Lombardi and 
Hornung, maybe the win had absolutely no title implications, but 
whom you have been living for a long time at the far end of a 
tunnel, the first sight of light always is very good. 


"The thing that makes me feel best," Rucker said, "is that we 
didn't give up. There were a lot of times when we could have 
packed it in - especially whan that first pass of the second half 
was intercepted and run back for a touchdown - but we didn't. 

"We came storming back every time. And we won." 

With quarterback Jim Plunkett having the most productive 
passing day in his three-year career, the Pats struggled out of any 
number of potholes. They trailed 14-0 before the game was nine 
minutes old, they trailed 24-9 one minute into the second half, 
and they survived. 

Plunkett hit 18 of 32 passes for an amazing 342 yards. In the 
second half, as the Pats took charge, he completed eight of 11 for 
222 yards. The Pats' offense was working so well that at one 
stretch it scored points at the end of eight of nine consecutive ball 
possessions. 

On defense, a newly-installed six-man line - a perpetual 
goal-line defense - stalled one of the best running games in 
football. All-pro John Brockington was limited to 35 yards on 16 
carries. The Packers were held to 75 yards on the ground and 
forced to go to a passing game that was unfamiliar. 

The biggest plays were Plunkett's two touchdown passes. A 
28-yarder to tight end Bob Windsor in the third period brought 
the Pats back into the game to stay. A vintage 63-yard bomb to 
Rucker shot them into the lead, 26-24, with 12:27 left in the 
game. 

"Jim was so hot today it didn't matter what type of pattern 
you ran," Rucker said. "All you had to do was turn around. You 
knew the ball would be there." 

The Windsor pass came at the biggest of times. Trailing, 
24-9, and faced with a fourth-and-two situation, the Pats came 
out for a tight, go-for-the-first-down formation. 

Instead, they went for Windsor. 

"To tell you the truth, I was pretty nervouse when I went to 
the line," the big end said. "I'm not only the primary receiver on 
that play, I'm the only receiver. If I'm covered or if I don't catch 
the ball, we probably don't get the first down." 

Windsor faked, stumbled, caught the ball totally alone 
("come on, get here," he yelled at the ball as he waited) and ran 
for the score. It brought the pats to within 24-16 and when Jeff 
White followed with his fourth straight field goal, only a 
touchdown was needed to grab the lead. 

Rucker, who caught five passes for 108 yards, had lobbled at 
halftime for the use of the bomb. He had noticed the Green Bay 
cornerbacks were playing him tight, and he asked to go long. 
Stepping to the pats' 37 after a Green Bay punt, Plunkett audibled 
for what Rucker wanted. 

The former BU receiver faked one move toward the inside 
to make cornerback Ken Ellis hesitate, then ran toward the inside. 
Ellis was left struggling. 

"As I went by him, I said all I hope is: he doesn't recover," 
Rucker said. "The ball came right to me. I didn't even have to 
break stride. Those are the ones you have to hit." 

Thirty seconds later, Packers' running back Perry Williams 
fumbled on the Pats' 25 and the game was over. Plunkett pushed 
the team into the end zone in three plays, carrying the final 
one-yard himself. 
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
